Both of thess conditions are con-
duclve to typhold fever. As one of Lthe
prominent doctors of the wetate has
sald: “Typhold fever ia a synonym for
ignorance, indifference, carelessness,
insutficlency, Insanitation and over-
crowding.”

It has besn proven beyond doubt that
by far our greatest source of typhold
infection s the watsr-borne (ihat la,
gorms from the exoreta of a typhold
patient are emptied Into ‘& stream
which s Iater used for drinking water)
and the open privy from whence flies
transmit germs. .

Yet because it s Impossible to im-
mediately abate all these nulsances,
the Htate Health department Is not go-
ing to run the risk of having a typhold
epldemic this summer. Already plans
have been made to vaccinate, fres of
charge, all persons desiring to take
this step at prevention.

At the Health office In the State
Capitol bullding there Is now on hand
20,000 doses of the typhold wvaceing,
and more will be obtained when this
supply Is exhausted. Last year 40,0060
persons were Immunized by the atnte
and this alone materially reduced the
death rate from typhold.

The eampaign against this dlaense
will be officlally begun May 16 and
Will Include two plans of distribution
The Vacclne will sent to any doc-
tor In the sitate upon application to
the State Health Department. The
only requirement 18 that In return for
the vaccine he shall send In the name,
age and nex of all persons vacelnnied
